WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S.

The leaflet calls for a day-long 
boycott of the Civil Administration, 
and urges that nationalist names be 
given to Arab schools and institu- 
tions. ; 

The school closure follows a 
steady increase in recent weeks in 
student demonstrations and clashes 
with troops. In Bethlehem yester- 
day, soldiers used tear-gas and rub- 
ber bullets to’ disperse hundreds of 
pupils who barricaded a main road 
and hurled rocks. . - 

The rise in student protests fol- 
lowed the gradual reopening of 
some 1,200 West Bank schools in 
late May and early June. Quiet was 
maintained at first, apparently be- 
cause of a desire by pupils to resume 
their studies after a four-month clo- 
sure by the authorities.

first-aid service

Magen David Adom’s 900 em- 
ployees walked off their jobs at 1 
p.m. yesterday for an indefinite 
period, leaving the country with 
no emergency first-aid service 
for the first time since the orga- 
nization was founded 70 years 
ago. 

Officials said they were infuriated 
by the Treasury’s “apathy” about 
the organization's inability to pay its 
June salaries. 

Yesterday was a quiet day, they 
said, and “πὸ one had died™ as a 
result of the total strike. In Tiberias. 
the life of a two-year-old boy who 
had nearly drowned in a hotel pool 
was saved by an MDA crew that 
administered artificial respiration 
and then brought an oxygen tank to 
help him breathe on the way to Por- 
iah Hospital. He was declared out of 
danger. 

Late last night Beersheba police 
asked the army to send ambulances 
and asked private car-owners to 
help evacuate five people who were

injured in a car accident on the 
Beersheba-Dimona highway. 

Even if the sick and the accident 
victims were able to reach the near- 
est hospital by taxi, private ambu- 
lance, car or bus. they found the 
situation chaotic there as well. Al- 
though Kupat Holim Clalit and state 
hospital doctors were handling 
emergencies. that was about all they 
were doing, as they continued with 
their own sanctions. 

All the public hospitals in the cen- 
tre of the country were run on a 
teduced Shabbat schedule yester- 
dav, with only a skeleton staff af 
physicians in the wards. In addition, 
there were no outpatient clinics 
open and no elective surgery per- 
formed in any public hospital 
throughout the country. Today. 
doctors will be on the wards, but 
outpatient clinics will remain closed 
and operating rooms will be open 
only to deal with life-and-death 
cases.

The emergency ward of Tel 
Aviv’s busiest hospital was quieter 
than usual yesterday, as a nearly 
total strike by Magen David Adom 
staff including ambulance drivers 
disrupted the transport of peopie 
seeking treatment. 

The gloomy corridor of Ichilov's 
emergency ward was quiet last 
night, and the registration clerk had 
few patients to tend to. Those who 
did arrive came by car, bus, and 
taxi. One woman was carried in over 


the shoulder of her neighbour. ἃ 
lorry driver, after she complained of 
agonizing stomach pains. 

Ichilov Hospital head Prof. Dan 
Michaeli said: “The most serious as- 
pect [of the strike] as far us we are 
concerned is that we are receiving 
no blood.” He said the hospital was 
now taking blood from patients’ rel- 
atives. (Magen David Adom runs 
the country’s blood banks and sup- 
plies blood to hospitals.) 

In their search for alternative 
transportation, two off-duty soldiers

Katsav eyeing collection of health insurance

Social Affairs Minister Moshe 
Katsav yesterday proposed taking 
the collection of health insurance 
payments out of the hands of the 
health funds. His suggestion was im- 
mediately and fiercely rejected by 
Histadrut officials, who fear that 
such .a move would lead to thou- 
sands of members leaving the labour 
federation. 

In a letter to Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Shoshana Netanyahu, head of 
the judicial commission of inquiry 


into the health system, Katsav said - 


the existing rates were unjust be- 
cause low-income earners paid pro- 
portionately more of their wages on 
health insurance than those who 
were better off. 


This view was shared by Middle 
East Affairs expert Dr. Yossi ΟἹ- 
mert, head of the Syria/Lebanon 
desk at Tel Aviv University’s Dayan 
Centre. “Jt seéms that Syria has 
made up its mind to eliminate Ara- 
fat’s presence from the Beirut 
area,” said Olmert. ᾿ 

He noted that Syria, by using its 
own troops, and Lebanese and Pal 
estinian proxies, was flexing its mus- 
cles to prove to the Lebanese and 
the world that it was “the main 
powerbroker” in Lebanon.

Demolition of 
illegal homes 
angers Arabs

UMM EL-FAHM - Hardline Israeli 
Arab leaders yesterday called for a 
general strike of the Arab sector to 
protest against the continuing de- 
molition of illegal buildings. 

The call followed the bulldozing 
at dawn yesterday of five houses in 
the Wadi Ara region near here. 

The operation was carried out un- 
der the supervision of 750 regular 
and border policemen. It brought to 
12 the number of illegal buildings 
that have been demolished through- 
out the country in the past month. 

Mahmoud Yunis, a member of 
the Histadrut Central Committee 
who is generally regarded as a mod- 
erate, said the demolitions yester- 
day had enraged residents in the 
region and inflamed passions. 

“The people feel that the govern- 
ment is starting to use its ‘iron fist 
policy" against Israeli Arabs,” he 
said

BANGKOK (Reuter) ~ The South- 
east Asian regional grouping Asean 
yesterday formally proposed a UN 
conference to agree on joint interna- 
tional action to cope with a mount- 
ing exodus of “boat people” from 
Vietoam. 

The six foreign ministers of the 
Association of South-east Asian na- 
tions, in a joint statement after the 
first day of talks at their 21st annual 
meeting. voiced concern about the 
large increase in the number of Viet- 
namese refugees over the past year. 

The foreign ministers of Brunei. 
Indonesia, Malaysia, the Philip- 
pines, Singapore and Thailand 
cafled on the UN to arrange a con- 
ference “to formulate a new com- 
prehensive programme of action.” 
In remarks at the opening session. 
they said that a Kampuchean settle- 
ment was within grasp. and that they 
saw proposed Indonesian-sponsored 


ic Nemesio Prudente as “brutal, 
brazen and contemptible”. Pru- 
dente was seriously injured in the 
attack by unidentified gunmen and 
three of his bodyguards were killed.

_The date refers to the expiry of a 
bilateral agreement allowing the 
U.S. to operate Clark and Subic Bay 
Air and Navy bases, the largest U.S. 
military establishments in Asia. Gil- 
lego and about two dozen leftist 
leaders cut their forearms and fin- 
gers to sign the notice in their own 
blood. 


FRANKFURT (AP) - A group of 
19 Soviet missile specialists arnved 
in Frankfurt yesterday to verify 
compliance with the superpower 
treaty scrapping intermediate-range 
nuclear missiles.

THE Jerusalem Post recently re- 
ported on angry Jewish reaction to a 
harshly anti-Israel speech in April 
by Joe Clark, Canada’s external af- 
fairs minister. Speculation about a 
possible Canadian policy shift has 
now been revived through what is 
being called the ‘*Montebello 
scandal." 

The April speech. before the Can- 
ada-Israel Committee in Ottawa, 
was severely critical of Israel for 
supposedly massive violations of 
Palestinian Arab human rights in 
the territories. Clark called on Ca- 
nadian Jews to support, at home and 
with their “friends” in Israel. their 
government's “even-handed” com- 
mitment to human rights. 

Two days later, the Toronto Star 
published an editorial (echoed else- 
where, and never retracted, despite 
widespread protests) reminding 
Jews that they were “citizens of 
Canada, not Israel.” 

Clark subsequently softened his 
criticisms somewhat, but suspicions 
aroused then of a possible foreign 
policy shift involving recognition of 
the PLO persisted. These suspicions 
have now resurfaced with news of a 
secret government-sponsored Arab- 
Jewish “dialogue” on Israeli-Pales- 
tinian relations, held in Quebec's 
posh Montebello resort-retreat. 

in late April, on the basis of invi- 
tations from the Ministry of Exter- 
nal Affairs sent out before Clark's 
speech. 30 “prominent Canadians” 
- 15 Arabs and 15 Jews — came 
together for a secret “dialogue” at 
Montebello, a posh resort-estate in 
Quebec.

THIS YEAR marks the 500th anni- 
versary of the publication of the first 
printed Hebrew Bible. The printing 
took place in Soncino, Italy, under 
the auspices of the Soncino family. 
Italy has commemorated the event 
by releasing a single 550 lire stamp. 

Printing presses had already been 
in use in Italy for over 20 years when 
Israel Nathan Soncino and his son, 
Joshua Solomon, began to print He- 
brew books. The first of over 130 
works printed by the Soncinos was 
the Talmudic tractate Berachot, in 
1488. 

The Soncino family, which de- 
Tived its name from the town in 
which it settled and began its print- 
ing business, set up its presses in 
Soncino in 1483. It continued pub- 
lishing there until 1886. when it 
moved to Casal Maggiore. The busi- 
ness was again run from Soncino 
from 1488 to 1490, and it was then 
that the first printed edition of the 
Hebrew Bible was published under 
the direction of Joshua Solomon.

As rumours of the proceedings 
leaked. disbelief, followed by anger. 
swept the Jewish community. A se- 
ries of articles in small Jewish pa- 
pers, kicked off by the Montreal 
Suburban and the Toronto Jewish 
Times, broke the news blackout and 
questioned both the purposes of the 
Montebello meeting and the judg- 
ment of those attending. 

Initial reactions stressed the un- 
representative nature of the “dia- 
logue,” the shroud of secrecy envel- 
oping it, and its divisive impact. 
And questions were raised about its 
purpose, especially in view of 
Clark's earlier speech and the im- 
pending Canadian national election. 

Above all, concern was expressed 
that the government might use the 
Montebelio “dialogue” as proof of a 
domestic Arab-Jewish “consensus” 
which could, in turn, validate a pre- 
election foreign-policy shift. (In 
fact, it has now been authoritatively 
learned that Montebello is indeed 
seen by External Affairs’ Middle 
East section as making for a more 
“positive™ Canadian “peace pro- 
cess” involvement.) 

And now, after jeading an almost 
two-month-long subterranean exis- 
tence, the issue has finally been 
joined in major, Canada-wide me- 
dia. A full-page article detailing the 
divisive “‘scanda]” was published re- 
cently in Maclean's, Canada’s “‘na- 
azine." And an an- 
ey editorial noting that Canada's 
foreign policy is made by its elected 
government, not unrepresentative 
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moved more than half a dozen times 
to other Italian cities.

FROM a Jewish point of view. the 
disarray in Canada’s organized com- 
munity represented by Montebello 
points to the deep inroads made by 
the divisive, on-going territories sit- 
uation and its sustainedly negative 
media reflections. 

It is also held to represent a fail- 
ure of political acumen, if not of 
nerve (as one “leader’” put it, 
“When Extemal Affairs invites vou, 
you go™). The seeming inability on 
the part of some Jewish organiza- 
tions (the Canada-Israel Commit- 
tee, responsible for political lobby- 
ing and media relations, has been 
singled out for criticism) to under- 
stand the overriding importance of 
Jewish unity in the current crisis. is 
also being stressed. 

The territories situation and Isra- 
εἰ Likud leadership. as depicted in 
the North American media (and in 
the usual absence of effective Israeli 
hasbara, is clearly ἃ tiability for 
some Canadian Jews. As one of the 
dovish academic participants put it. 
although Canada's 300.000 Jews are 
“more right-wing.” “more fearful” 
and “closer to the Holocaust” than 
their American counterparts. Mon- 
tebello nevertheless symbolized an 
increasing willingness. especially 
among “younger Jews,” to “ques- 
tion Israel's policies.” 

On the issue of a seemingly in- 

creasing Diaspora readiness to 
“question Israel's policies.” a key 
question is the relation of what is 
happening in Canada to U.S. Jewry. 
Given the unexpected continuation 
of George Shultz's “peace process” 
into and across the coming U.S. 
electoral period. as well as Jesse 
Jackson's possible influence on the 
Democractic platform and cam- 
paign (and George Bush as the Re- 
publicans’ certain presidential nomi- 
nee) the political consequences for 
Israel of an increasingly divided 
North American Diaspora are seri- 
ous indeed. 
. In light of this, the political sym- 
bolism of Canada’s “Montebello 
scandal,” and especially the role in 
it of the heads of major Jewish orga- 
nizations, may be revealing. Wheth- 
er there will in fact be a second 
government-sponsored Jewish- 
Arab “dialogue” in September, as 
planned, has suddenly assumed an 
importance of more than merely Ca- 
nadian interest.

First printed Hebrew Bible 


Hebrew works. When he was forced 
to leave Italy. where the last vol- 
umes were published in 1526, Ger- 
shom moved to Turkey. publishing 
first in Salonika and then in Cori- 
stantinople. The last final publica- 
tions with the Soncino imprint were 
released in Cairo in the 1550s. 

The Italian stamp features a head- 
piece used by the Soncinos for the 
Book of Genesis. It shows the word 
“Bereshith” in Hebrew, surrounded 
with decorative work. Each of the 
letters of the original head-piece was 
made up of a separate wood cut, and 
Soncino publications were known 
for their excellence in type perfec- 
tion as well as accuracy of text. Ac- 
companying the stamp was a special 
postal cancellation featuring the 
word Bereshith in Hebrew as shown 
on the head-piece. 

In 1577, about a decade after the 
demise of the Soncino publishing 
business, printing presses were es- 
tablished in Safed. In 1977, Israel 
issued a stamp marking the 400th 
anniversary of that event.

THE DOWNING of an Iranian air- 
liner with 290 people aboard by an 
American missile will further call 


into question Reagan Administra- . 


tion aims in the Persian Gulf, diplo- 
matic analysts said yesterday. 

It could also set back any tenta- 
tive moves towards a U.S.-Iranian 
reconciliation after the American 
presidential election in November, 
said Robin Wright, an analyst at the 
private Carnegie Institute. She said 
martyrdom was very important in 
the Moslem tradition “‘and now Iran 
has 290 new martyrs, courtesy of the 
United States.” 

Analysts said the downing of the 
plane added ammunition to the ar- 
gument ihat Washington committed 
a serious error in becoming involved 
militarily by escorting civilian tank- 
ers through the unstable region. 

“We are asking for trouble,” said 
James Donovan, an analyst with the 
Centre for Defence Information, a 
private. organization led by retired 
officers who monitor U.S. military 
activities. Donovan said in a tele- 
phone interview that he thought the 
United States would reassess its 
Gulf policy towards reducing the 
size of its fleet there. ‘ 

The Iranian A-300 airbus was shot 
down by a radar-guided missile 
fired, Iran said, by the Vincennes, 
the most powerful of the U.S. tank- 

er escort vessels on duty in the Guif. 

Defence Department officials at 
first denied the Iranian charge, say- 
ing the Vincennes had hit an Iranian 
F-14 jetfighter that was approaching 
in a hostile manner. But Admiral 
William Crowe, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, later acknowl- 
edged the A-300 was downed by a 
U.S. missile. He said the Vincennes,

which was then engaged in a clash 
with Iranian gunboats, had mistak- 
en the Airbus for an F-14. , 

The Aegis surface-to-air missile 
system aboard the Vincennes can 
simultaneously track the speed, 
course and radar signature of more 
than 200 targets up to 385 km. away, 
and can attack 15.to 20 targets si- 
multaneously, Navy officials said. 

Donovan predicted an overall re- 
view of U.S. military commitments 
overseas. “We've taken on these 
missions all over the world to deter 
hostility, so we’re stuck with them.” 
But he added: “Our whole national 
strategy should be reviewed — what 
is worth risking American lives 
for?" Other analysts pointed to the 
futility of the U.S. effort in the re- 
gion to shield tanker traffic from 
iranian mines and missiles. 

The U.S. presence has been 
plagued by setbacks from May 19, 
1987, when the administration 
agreed to a Kuwaiti request to per- 
mit its ships to fly the U.S. flag, 
enabling American ships to protect 
them from attacks in the Iran-Iraq 


war. 

Two days before that, an [raqi 
plane fired missiles at the U.S. frig- 
ate Stark, killing 37 men. Lraq said it 
was a mistake, a response the Unit- 
ed States accepted. There have been 
many other, though minor, inci- 
dents in the Gulf. 

In April the U.S. frigate Samuel 
Roberts hit a mine the U.S. said was 
laid by Iran. Ten sailors were in- 
jured. Responding. U.S. ships and 


planes hit two Iranian frigates, sank 
a missile boat and fired at Iranian 
warplanes. Following that incident, 
Wright said: “My great fear is that 
we may have crossed a threshold.”

Independence Day holiday week- 
end. He said ship captains in the 
Gulf were anticipating attacks, and 
the airbus — identified only as an 
incoming craft moving fast and not 
responding to warnings from the 
Vincennes — had all the marks of an 
attacking plane. 

Asked if this incident would trig- 
gera U.S. pullout of the Gulf, Don- 
ovan said: “It could be, if we had 
some heavy losses.” He added: “Ἵ 
hope this isn't one of those missions 
that go on month after month with 
no end in sight.” 

Wright said the Iranians are not 
going to believe that advanced U.S. 
war technology could not distin- 
guish between a two-crew F-14 and 
a wide-body passenger plane. 
“Now,” Wright said, “many Irani- 
ans, including some critics of Iran's 
war policy, are going to believe that 
the United States is genuinely at war 
with Iran.” 

Another Gulf analyst, Shireen 
Hunter of the Centre for Strategic 
and International Studies, said the 
incident will make it more difficult 
to bring moderates to the top of the 
Iranian government.

Hostages may be at greater risk 


AMERICAN and other foreign 
hostages in Lebanon could be at 
greater risk because of the downing 
of an Iranian airbus by a U.S. war- 
ane. western diplomats said yester- 

ν. : 

The diplomats said concern had 
mounted for the safety of 10 Ameri- 
cans, three Britons and an Irishman 
after the U.S. cruiser Vincennes 
shot down the airbus, carrying near- 
ly 300 people, over the Strait of 
Hormuz on Sunday. 

“It is not clear how the kidnap- 
pers, upon orders from Iran, will 
react. They could kill the hostages 
or threaten to do so. That is always a 
possibility,” said one diplomat. 

Iran has rejected a U.S. explana- 
tion that the plane was mistaken for 
a hostile fighter, and vowed re- 
venge. 

Another diplomat advised west- 
emers in Lebanon to take greater

precautions against kidnap or at- 
tack. “These precautions are a must 
in this part of the world where reac- 
tions to any major developments 
may take place,” he said.

Soviets press for end to Eth 


THE COSTLY internal wars which 
Ethiopian leader Mengistu Haile 
Mariam inherited from the imperial 
regime of Haile Selassie, ousted in 
1974, have never been popular 
causes with the Eastern bloc. 


But since Ethiopia became the 
Soviet Union's closest ally in Africa 
in 1977, when sophisticated Russian 
weaponry enabled Mengistu to in- 
tensify his attacks against rebels in 
Eritrea and Tigray with the use of 
napalm bombs, rocket-launchers 
and conscripted militia, Soviet bloc 
states had no option but to rally 
round in support. 


It was noticeable, however, that

“The market bought dollars as a 
safe-haven currency but they had 
been in overbought dollar positions 
so they soon started selling dollars 
for profit-taking.” said one dealer. 

Some dealers said that while the

EARLY Sunday morning a gang of Jewish workers acting for 
the Ministry of Religious Affairs began digging a shaft near the 
intersection of the Via Dolorosa and Bab el-Ghawanima in the 
Moslem Quarter of Jerusalem's Old City. Seen through Jewish 
eves. their assignment was modest and routine: to bring to 
light steps leading down to an ancieat water funnel, running 
the length of the Wesiera Wall, which dates back to Hasmone- 
un times.

That coincidence was either unnoticed by the Religious Affairs 
Minisiry. or it failed to impress it. At any rate, and most 
importuntly. ministry officials did not even bother to inform 
ie Moslem Waki that work was to start early Sunday moru- 
nor to explain that it meant no barm to Moslems. 
oquicome was predictable. The workers were quickly

This. however. is fiercely denied by Mayor Teddy Kollek, who 
insists that the timing took him entirely by surprise. 
he nub of Mr. Hammer's argument. however. is that, 
itive though the Temple Moumt area may be. Israel must 
is be sensitive to its sovereign rights in Jerusalem. 

The suggestion seems te de that Israel's sovereign hold on its 
reunited. historic capital may be jeopardized by an excess of 
sensitivity for the established rights of non-Jewish comumuni- 
ties within its gates. The contrary is much more likely to be the 
case. Nothing will more effectively buttress Israel's claim to 
Jerusul=m. especially in the face of the international refusal to 
recognize ii. than meximum feasible solicitude for the sensibil- 
ities of non-Jews. The greatest danger to Jerusalem is in fact 
posed ὃν those domestic Jewish fundamentalists who would 
sweep the Wakf. a rather unpleasant but sensible Moslem 
bady, off the Temple Mount. ‘ 

But it is these fundamesialists who threaten to encroach on 
the NRP’s constituency in the coming election. In countering 
their electoral impact, it seems. Mr. Hammer finds useful such 
irresponsibly provocative conduct as he has displayed in the 
Moslem Quarter of Jerusalem's Old City this week. Having 
dropped his little bomb. he has dumped the fallout in Mr. 
Kollek’s lap. If there is a lesson in this incident it is that Mr. 
Hammer can safely leave the true defence of Jerusalem to the

NO MATTER HOW one views 
events occurring in the USSR, one 
must admit that the regime is liber- 
alizing the country's political situa- 
tion. Ideological and political foun- 
dations do not change, but its 
repressive actions have noticeably 
softened. Many political prisoners 
have been freed; there is more cre- 
ative freedom in literature and the 
arts and in some areas of economic 
activity. Soviet citizens have more 
opportunity to receive information 
about events in the outside world 
and in their own country. 

Obviously, there are profound so- 
cial and economic reasons. The 
world's second superpower has long, 
been stagnating. It is losing its im- 
portance in the world. 

Since Khrushchev's timid at- 
tempts at democratization were sup- 
pressed, a quarter of a century has 
gone by. One would have thought 
that by now, the Soviet authorities 
would have been convinced that it is 
necessary to loosen screws in order 
to revive work initiative and creative 
activity among wide sections of the 
population. The need for trade cred- 
its and modern technology makes 
the country dependent on the West. 
It dictates the necessity to have a 
more open and humane society. 

In spite of the fact that the ¢és- 
sence of the Soviet system contra- 
dicts such a development. the many 
months since the beginning of glas- 
nost show that the USSR is continu- 
ing a policy of liberalization. It is 
worth noting that other totalitarian 
countries facing the same difficulties 
are tending to imitate the Soviet 
policy. 

Does all this affect the situation of 
Soviet Jews? 

One cannot answer with a cate- 
gorical "πο." Last year, all the Pris- 
oners for Zion were freed. The 
number of exit visas has increased. 

But there is no fundamental im- 
provement in the situation of Soviet 
Jews, such as the right to live in 
one's historical homeland and the 
right to take advantage of all the 
achievements of Jewish national 
culture. 


OVER THE past two decades of 
Jewish emigration from the USSR, 
about 10 per cent of the Jewish pop- 
ulation left. Only about half of them 
went to Israel: others preferred to 
move to a new Diaspora, with the 
very possible prospect of assimila- 
tion. In recent years, the percentage 
of neshira (dropping out and not 
going to Israel) has risen to more 
than, 80 per cent. 

Not the least important factor is 
that the overwhelming majority of 
Soviet Jews are deprived of a na- 
tional consciousness. The reason is 
the lack of any possibility of receiv- 
ing at least a basic Jewish upbringing 
and education. 

The whole Jewish situation in the 
USSR convinces one that many hun- 
dreds of thousands of Jews will still 
be living in Russia for a long time to 
come. Many of them are not ready 
to reject the local culture and way of 
life to which they are accustomed. 
The fact that Jews very often feel 
inconveniences because of their 
Jewishness is not couriterbalanced 
by positive feelings of belonging to 
their own people, history and great 
spiritual legacy. 

There is no reason to believe that 
the authorities will ease the emigra- 
tion procedure. They will maintain a 
great number of difficulties and de- 
Privations for anyone who decides 
to strive for the right to leave. On 
the other hand. the liberalization of 
life in the USSR .will possibly limit 
potential Jewish emigration. 

Russia’s new leadership is show- 
ing itself to be more prepared to use 
Jews in the country’s development, 
and because of that to ease some of 
the discriminatory limitations. 

The anti-Semitic forces side with 
the leaders of “Pamyat," an ultra- 
nationalist anti-Semitic organization 
which arose under Brezhnev but was 
suppressed until Gorbachev's glas- 
nost. This may play a role in stimu- 
lating emigration. 

But in my opinion, one should not 
exaggerate that role. The authori- 
ties are not interested in granting 
Pamyat a significant position in pub- 
lic life. Under Soviet conditions, it is 
for the authorities to decide the 
form and scale of anti-Semitism. 
Glasnost has made age-old anti- 
Semitism more noticeable. and it is 
possible that under these conditions

some additional Jews will decide to 
apply to Jeave. But it is obvious 
enough that the majority of these 
“forced” emigrés will not go to 
Israel. 

Thus it is impossible to overesti- 
mate the importance of developing 
Jewish education in the USSR, 
which is basically the only alterna- 
tive for Soviet Jews. 

The argument of those who think 
that the struggle for the develop- 
ment of Jewish culture in Russia 
diverts energy from the fight for em- 
igration, who think that the most 
important thing is to “rescue” Sovi- 
et Jews at any cost, does not corre- 
spond to the actual challenge. This 
is: the strengthening of the national 
consciousness of Soviet Jews, physi- 
cal survival for the sake of future 
generations’ aliya. 


THE CHARACTERISTIC trait of 
the USSR’s national policy is the 
development of each nationality 
concentrated in its own national ter- 
ritory. Outside that territory, there 
are no institutions for a group's na- 
tional upbringing and education (ex- 
cept for Russians and Russian 
culture). Σ 

The characteristic of Jews as a 
nationality in the USSR, compared 
with other Soviet peoples, is that no 
national Jewish terrority exists. (Bi- 
robidzhan, the officially: designated 
Jewish national region, ts not such in 
reality: 5 per cent of Soviet Jews live 
there.) : 

As ἃ non-native nationality, Jews 
in the USSR live, as in other Dias- 
pora countries, throughout Russia, 
mainly in large industrial and cultur- 
al centres. Within the framework of 
existing policy, Jews do not have 
conditions for national develop- 
ment. 

There are no Jewish national or- 
ganizations, including institutions 
for national upbringing and educa- 
tion. (The lack of Jewish schools in 
cities with many thousands of Jews 
is regarded as normal, and mention 
of it elicits the response of the au- 
thorities: “Then we'd have to open a 
Tartar school in Moscow”.} 


‘Jews throughout the 
world must realize the vital 
necessity of the national 
rebirth of Soviet Jews. 
And as it was said: Jm 
tirtzu, ein zo agada — If 
you will it, this is not a 
fairy tale.’ 


Soviet Jews are deprived of all 
forms of national-cultural ties with 
the Jewish state and Jewish commu- 
nities abroad. Their situation is ex- 
ceptional. Not only do almost ail 
Soviet peoples have facilities for na- 
tional development within their na- 
tional territories, but even non-na- 
tive peoples have much better 
conditions for it than the Jews. 

In light of the policy both within 
the USSR and towards the minor- 
ities of Soviet peoples abroad, the 
Position of Soviet Jews as a distinc- 
tive national group is definitely dis- 
criminatory. The liberalization of 
political life inside the Soviet Union 
creates new opportunities for criti- 
cizing this situation, and for a pur- 
poseful campaign to change it. Even 
in the official Soviet press, criticism 
of the situation of Jews in the USSR 
has begun to appear recently. 


DURING THE decades of Soviet 
power, almost all institutions of 
Jewish culture were destroyed. Offi- 
cial Jewish culture has only demon- 
Strative, progagandist functions. 
Even if consent is given for its free 
development, there will not be the 
potential to provide for the needs of 
the Jews. 

Yet now there is a great desire by 
the young people to learn about Ju- 
daism, to learn the foundations of 
their national culture. Under glas- 
nost, when the striving for indepen- 
dent spiritual development is being 
expressed more openly, the national 
consciousness of the Jews is receiv- 
ing new stimuli. 


The educational activity was com- 

pelied to be secretive; activists were 
subjected to cruel repression. Nev- 
ertheless, thousands of Soviet Jews 
tried to embrace Judaism before 
leaving the USSR in dozens of ul- 
pans, groups for the study of Tora, 
seminars and lectures. This un- 
doubtedly contributed to the in- 
crease of aliya, although its scale 
was insignificant due to outside fac- 
tors. It embraced only a narrow cir- 
cle of refuseniks and people close to 
them. 
The current situation offers new 
opportunities for an open, and 
therefore broader, spreading of 
Jewish culture. Open suppression of 
activity in this atea is already impos- 
sible, and there have been many 
examples of tolerance by the 
authorities. 

There are people who want to 
broaden this activity. Opportunities 
to do it have been seized in Moscow, 
Leningrad and other cities. Ama- 
feur centres of cultural activity such 
as a library, museum, historical soci- 
ety and so on have been created. A 
Hebrew class in Baku has even been 
Officially permitted. 

In the past year, mass meetings 
have been held to commemorate the 
victims of the Holocaust and the 
fighters of the Jewish resistance. 
These gatherings were often not or- 
ganized by refuseniks. Large num- 
bers of Jews who have not applied 
for exit visas took part. 


WITH THE Soviet authorities seek- 
ing international recognition of the 
USSR as a country where human 
rights and the rights of peoples are 
respected, there are are prospects 
for the development of Jewish cul- 
tural activity. 

(One can contrast the atmosphere 
surrounding the December 1976 
Jewish cultural symposium and the 
December 1987 seminar on human 
rights. In 1976, crude steps were 
taken to hamper the symposium. 
The 1987 seminar was organized by 
a group of former political prisoners 
and activists of informal organiza- 
tions. It took place in private apart- 
ments; foreign human rights activ- 
ists were present. The authorities 
did not give permission for the semi- 
Pa but nor did they interfere with 
it. 

Now, it is especially important for 
national Jewish activity to come into 
the open. And if it does, relatively 
broad access to the foundations of 
nationaj education and culture is 
possible. 

It is obvious that the esssential 
requirement for this is the flow of 
necessary materials from abroad. pri- 
marily from Israel. The main diffi- 
culty is in securing ἃ link between 
the source of Jewish culture and the 
consumer, Soviet Jewry. 

The creation of an association for 
developing cultural relations be- 
tween Israel and the Jews of the 
USSR may become one of the forms 
of activity towards this end. 

Gorbachev has repeatedly de- 
clared that a difference in ideology 
should not interfere with interna- 
tional cooperation, including cultur- 
al contacts between countries. A 
recognition of such an organization 
by the Soviet Union would corre- 
spond quite well to the positive 
changes in relations between the 
countries, and could test the sincer- 
ity of the declarations of the Soviet 
leadership. 

The Jewish state must be recog- 
nized by the Soviet Union as an 
equal partner in cultural exchanges. 
similar to other countries maintain- 
ing exchanges. Israel has already 
opened its doors to visiting Soviet 
artists, but the exchange must be 
mutual. 

Various institutions of culture, 
such as universities, museums. li- 
braries, theatres and teachers 
unions, can become members of the 
association, as well as individual 
representatives of culture -- writers, 
actors. artists. scientists. A respect- 
ed, prestigious representative of 
Jewish culture in Israel can become 
its head. The most important func- 
tion of the association will be the 
coordination of activities of many 
institution of Jewish culture in Israel 
and abroad.
